LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard -Times  of  October  1  states  as  follows: 

"Extra  staple  cotton  markets  throughout  New  England  were  more  or  less 
active  during  the  past  week,  but  prices  varied  so  widely  it  was  difficult 

to  say  with  certainty  just  what  could  be  called  fair  market  leveis.  *** 

*  *  * 

"Interest  in  inch  and  three  sixteenths  cotton  was  reported  this  week  in 
several  quarters,  but  trading  did  not  run  into  large  figures.  Cotton 
merchants  are  quoting  350  to  375  on  December  for  middling  and  are  trying  to 
hold  to  those  levels,  but  actual  sales  are  being  put  through  at  325  on  and 
some  as  low  as  300  to  310  on.      Strict  middling,  on  the  other  hand,  is  being 
held  for  450  to  500  on,  and  is  not  very  easy  to  find  in  quantity.

"Inquiry  for  Pima  cotton  has  been  reported  somewhat  active  this  week,  and 
some  sales  have  been  made,  but  mostly  of  old  crop  cotton.      While  new  crop 
is  beginning  to  move,  there  is  very  little  of  it  now  being  sold  in  the 
Eastern  markets,  owing  to  a  short  squeeze  in  the  far  western  cotton  centers, 
which  has  pushed  the  premiums  on  quick  deliveries  of  new  crop  to  ridiculously 
high  levels.      Trading  prices  here  for  Pima  number  ones  range  from  24  to 
24i=r,  and  from  22-J  cents  to  23§-  cents  for  number  twos,  with  21  to  22  cents 
quoted  for  number  threes. 

"Egyptian  prices  have  not  changed  much  in  the  last  week.      High  grade  Sakel 
is  quoted  around  23§  cents,  with  medium  grades  around  22^-  to  22£  cents. 
Good  grade  uppers  range  in  price  from  20|-  to  21^-  cents  and  there  has  been 
some  trading  around  the  lower  figure.

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard -Times  of  October  8  states  as  follows: 

"Staple  cotton  markets  continued  only  moderately  active  during  the  past 
week,  and  trading  in  Boston  and  Providence  seemed  to  be  of  larger  volume 
than  that  in  Ball  River  and  New  Bedford. 

"Buying  interest  s°emed  fairly  active  in  all  centers,  and  it  was  broad 
enough  to  affect  nearly  all  staple  lengths  from  shy  inch  cotton  up  to  inch 
and  one  quarter,  but  sales  volume  did  not  bear  out  the  amount  of  inquiry 

that  seemed  in  evidence.

"Cotton"  of  ifenchester,  issue  of  September  23,  1933,  contains  the 
following  dispatch  from  the  Alexandria  Commercial  Co.,  of  Alexandria,  dated 
September  15:- 

Picking  in  Upper  Egypt  is  in  full  swing  with -satisfactory  results, 
and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  production  will  be  very  heavy.  In 
Lower  Egypt,  picking  has  only  just  commenced  and  this  in  but  very  few 
districts;  it  is  not  expected  to  become  general- until,  at  leas.t  ten 
days  further  have  elapsed.      The  cool  weather  of  the  last  few  weeks 
is  responsible  for  the  delay.      The  serious  damage  resulting  from 
the  attack  of  the  leaf  worm,  in  certain  districts  of  the  North  lelta, 
•'  will  appreciably  reduce  the  yield  per  feddan  planted  in  Sakel.  -  It 
would  be  difficult  to  give  a  precise  figure,  but.  It  might  quite  easily 
reach  25  per  cent.

"Buying  demand  for  staple  cotton  flattened  out  considerably  during  the 
past  week  both  here  and  in  some  other  New  England  consuming  centers,  but 
prices  held  very  firm,  and  on  some  types  showed  some  inclination  to 
strengthen  because  of  lack  of  offerings  from  the  South.

tt  ***  Middling  three  sixteenths  have  had  some  inquiry  and  are  nominally 
quoted  around  325  on  December.      There  is  more  interest,  however,  in  the 
higher  grades,  particularly  in  middling  leaf  with  strict  middling  color. 
Certain  consumers  are  said  to  be  in  the  market  for  particularly  good 
charactered  cotton  of  this  kind  fully  up  to  the  government  type  in  staple 
length,  and  have  been  offering  as  much  as  400  on  December  for  it.  Cotton 
merchants  hereabouts  seem  to  have  difficulty  in  finding  suitable  cotton 
at  these  levels.

MILL  CONSUMPTION  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  P3&  AND  IMPORTED

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  reports  mill  consumption  of  American-Egyptian 
(Pima)  cotton  during  the  month  of  September  as  868  bales  of  500  oounds  gross 
weight,  compered  with  1,177  bales  in  August  and  1,492  bales  in  July.  The 
mill  consumption  of  imported  Egyptian  cotton  is  reported  as  having  been 
9,165  bales  in  September,  compared  with  11,288  bales  in  August  and  9,662  bales 
in  July.

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  September  30,  1933,  contains  the  following 
dispatch  from  the  Societc  Cotonnicre  d'Egypte,  S.A.E.,  Succrs.  de  la  maison 
G.D.  Sarris,  of  Alexandria,  dated  September  22nd:- 

Picking  is  gradually  spreading  in  central  districts  of  the  Delta, 

and  will  probably  become  general  within  a  week.      Weather  conditions 

are  not  in  favour  of  steady  maturity,  and  warmer  temperatures  are  badly 

needed. 

The  boll  worm  is  reported  to  be  normally  active  throughout  the  country. 
In  view  of  the  lateness  of  the  crop  and  the  various  depredations  it  has 
sustained,  it  is  anticipated  that  the  average  grade  will  not  be  a  high  one. 

With  regard  to  the  staple  cf  uppers  certain  reputed  districts  are  not 
up  to  past  standard;  whereas  the  opposite  is  shown  in  loss  favoured 
regions .

Such  odd  lot  Rainess 
as  has  actually  taken  place  has  usually  been  done  at  levels  pra ctical ly 
fche  same  as  the  previous  week,  even  though  many  competing  quotations  are 
at  substantially  higher  figures.  ^ 

"Pima*cotton  has  remained  inactive  this  week  with  prices  nominally 
unchanged  from  a  week  ago.  Number  Ones  are  quoted  around  24  cents, 
Number  Twos  around  23  cents  and  Number  Threes  arcund  21  to  22  cents. 

"Some  trading  in  Egyptian  Sakel  is  reported  in  certain  quarters  and 
prices  around  21*  to  22  cents  depending  upon  whether  the  era**  " 
or  high.

THE  CROP  IN  EGYPT 

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  October  7,  1933,  contains  the  following 
dispatch  from  the  Societe  Cotonniere  d'Egypte,  S.A.E. ,  Succrs.  de  la  mison 
G.  D.  Sarris,  of  Alexandria,  dated  September  29th:- 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  isolated  districts  in  the  North 
Delta,  picking  is  now  in  full  swing  all  over  the  country.  Yield 
results  in  the  Delta  are  irregular,  in  some  instances  too  good,  in 
others  too  bad.      Generally  speaking,  the  long  staple  varieties  are 
the  more  disappointing. 

In  Upper  Egypt  the  movement  is  now  heavy.      Although  a  large  crop 
is  indicated,  highest  grades  show  scarcity,  which  is  undoubtedly  due 
to  the  prevalence  of  unfavourable  factors  during  boll-formation. 
This  feature  is  likely  to  apply  more  in  the  Delta  varieties.
